Dead and Dying Result of Too Much Playday by 
Mexican Patriots 


Power Act Is 
Socialism in 


Boldest Form 


SANTA BARBARA, Sept. 16.— 
President H. R. Basford, president 
of the Southern Gas Association, 
now in convention, apened the first 
session of the gathering at which 
seven States are represented here 
today, with an address of wel- 
come and a review of the work 
and efforts of the last year. Com- 
menting upon public ownership, 
and its failure in the cases of Los 
Angeles and San Francisco in rail- 
way and power systems, President 
Basford dwelt at length on the 
proposed water and power act, tell- 
ing his audience that the people 
of California must again express 
their ‘displeasure by snowing undér 
this iniquitous act. 

“Tt is hard,” he said, “to un- 
derstand the stand taken in favor 
of this act by some of our really 
prominent financiarsa, unless we 
pull the veil aside and note the 
unlimited political power it will 
give them as proponents for it. 
The act is socialism in the high- 


est degree and even more than that 


for the officials governing it would 
be above the law and a law unto 
themselves.”

Fallacies of government opera- 
tion of industry were pointed out 
by J. F.:Callbreath, secretary of 
the American Mining Congress, yes- 
terday, in an address delivered be- 
fore a luncheon of the Chamber 
of Mines and on at the Alexan- 
dria. In the course of his re- 
marks Mr. Callbreath emphasized 
the point that organization is 
necessary to present to legislative 
assemblies facts and statistics with- 
out which such bodies could not in- 


telligently operate. In part he said: 

“We now have a multiplicity of 
organizations which, at unnecessary 
expense, are failing to get the best 
results. We, thus far, have not co- 
operated among ourselves. We have 
tried to build a pyramid, but we 
have insisted that every stone shall 
be on top. 

“Intelligent selfishness is the 
mainspring of all progress. Price 
is the inducement of all business 
activity. These motives furnish the 
basis of the world’s business fabric, 
but these succeed only in propor- 
tion as they co-operate and co-ordi- 
nate with each other. 

“T have in mind a chart with 


which upon ite business side are the 
subdivisions production, fabrica- 


duce the raw materials, the basic 
products; those who manufacture 
those raw materials into the fin- 
ished products, and those who dis- 
tribute to the ultimate consumer.

OLYMPIAD SEEN 


As AID TO STATE 


W. M. Garland Says World 
Has Eyes on 1932 


Declares, on Return, Games 
Here to be Greatest 


Estimates Half Million Will 
Come for Contests 


The importance to the nation, 
to the Pacific Coast, to California,’ 
and not least, Los Angeles, of the 
Olympic Games which will be held 
in this city in 1932, was empha- 
sized in a summarizing of matters 
pertaining to the event by William 
May Garland, who returned home 
yesterday after several months 
abroad. 

Mr. Garland. who is president of 
the Community Development 4 
sociation, the Los Angeles Athietic 
Club, and a leader in civic affairs, 
went to Paris last June as the 
American member of the Interna- 
tional Otympic Committee. 

Last year in Rome he obtained 
the unanimous consent of the 
committee to allocate to the United 
States the tenth Olympiad sched- 
uled for 1932. He carried with 
him to the annual meeting of 
Olympic representatives invitations 
to hold the tenth Olympiad here 
from the Governor of California, 


Angeles county, the Mayor and 
City Council, and all Oympio or- 
ganizations on the Pacific Coast. 


GREATEST OF ALI 

“The Olympic idea and ideals 
are growing the 
world,” “and 
it is a safe prediction that we will 
have the greatest Olympiad.of all 
right here because of greater par- 
ticipation. In addition to lar 
participating countries, ina 
Japan, India, South America, and 
the Philippines, are evincing more 
interest in the Olympics, and Bar- 
on Pierre de Coubeertin, presi- 
dent of the International Olympic 
Committee, voiced the belief that 
in 1932 we will witness competing 
athletes never before assembled in 
such large numbers.” 

Mr. Garland commented on the 
tenth Olympiad particularly from 
a national -point of view, rather 
than as a subject of local honor or 
benefit. But, in its relationAc Los 
Angeles, he did express the opin- 
fon that the advertising pag 
would be worth $10,000,000 to this 
city and vicinity. 5 

It will be of tremendous value, 
likewise, to the country as a whole, 
to the Pacific Coast and California, 
he pointed out, since it will bring 
great numbers of from all 
parts of the world.

Famous llayers-Lasky on the West 
Coast, bires hundreds of extra players when 
occasion demands, but the process is much 
like ordering a thousand multigraphed let- 
ters. If he wants fifty experienced couples 
for a cabaret scene he has but to glance 
over his file of index cards and issue orders 
to his assistants. The 100 players are at 
the studio the following morning, dressed 
for their parts and ready for work, as they 
have been numerous times before. 

‘It’s merely a matter of routine. If iwo 
of the women fail to appear, there are 600 
more, equally desirable and efficient, who 
can step in at a moment's notice. 

Mr. White's greatest difficulty lies in the 
procurement of well-known actors and 


actresses for leading roles. When a sce- | 


nario calls for a leading man or woman of 
a particular type or unusual degree of abil- 
ity, it is usually just as easy to place one’s 
finger upon that player as it is to employ 
a thousand extras. In vther words, he’s 
easily located, but in many instances that's 
just the beginning of the story. Finding 
and getting do net always go hand in hand.

HE Spain of “The Siren of Seviule“ 
looks much like the good old cinema 
Spain. it is filed with romance, 
with dancing and bullfighting, and, 
though it is not consumingly real, the 
chances are that no one will object to the 
net result on that account. At least, Pris- 
cilla looks vivid and natural, and shows up 
brilliantly in surroundings that might cast 
shadows on a less striking personality. 


The chief objection that may be cited 
is that the picture too closely resembles 
“Blood and Sand.” For a time it comes 
dangerously near being the story of a man 
rather than of a girl. One grows more con- 
cerned with the fate of Gallito Gomez, the 
young matador, than with that of Dolores, 
the country girl who helps him win suc- 


cess. Like Gallardo, whom Valentino made 


famous, Gallito is a peasant bent on making 
his fame as a bullfighter, and when vic- 
tory comes to him he also succumbs to the 
lure of romance as symbolized in a seduc- 
tive lady of the Spanish cafes. 

The actual switch from the “Blood and 

Sand” precedent does not occur until the 
story is well along.
